No. 26-ITC(PN)/67. —'Attention is invited to the Ministry of Commerce Public 
Notice No. 153-ITC(PN)/66, dated the 17th December, I960 on the above subject. 

2. It had been indicated in para 5 of the above said Public Notice that Minerals 
and Metals Trading Corporation have also in stock the imported non-ferrous 
metals and that the actual users holding licences for non-ferrous metals could 
meet their requirements from the stocks readily available with the Minerals and 
Metals Trading Corporation. In further amplification of this arrangement and 
having regard to the fact that there has been some delay in the issue of licences, 
it has been decided that while considering applications from the actual users 
received in terms of the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. lB5-ITC(PN")/06, 
dated 17th Deeemher 1968, the licensing authorities may issue release orders in 
favour of the applicants to enable them to draw one fifth of their entitlement for 
copper from the Minerals and Metals Trading Corporation. The import licences 
will be issued to cover the balance entitlement of copper and for the full entitle¬ 
ment of other non-ferrous metals. 
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3. The provisions of paragraph 2 of this Public Notice will also apply in the 

case of units borne on the books of the Directorate General of Technical Develop¬ 
ment and engaged in industries other than the 59 priority industries listed in the 
Appendix to Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 93-lTC(PN)/66, dated 28th 
June, I860, I 

4. The provisions of Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 155-lTC(PN)/00, 
dated 17th December I860, may be deemed to have been amended to this extent.
